come junket in parts of the sunny 
south today, threatening fruit and 
vegetable crops, but it relaxed its 
cold grip on the long-chilled mid- 
west and eastern sections of the 
country. 


As the mercury dropped to be- 


low freezing in parts of Florida 


. for the third consecutive day, 
federal forecasters in Chicago said 
temperatures have moderated over 
much of the eastern half of the 
country after last week's severe 
storms and frigid weather.

in plants in the Detroit area were 
scheduled to return to work today. 
Others forced to quit work because 
of the gas conservation included 
50.000 workers in Pennsylvania, 
46.000 in Ohio: 30,000 :n West 
Virginia: 14.300 in Indiana; 3.000 
in the St Louis area: about 1.000 
in the Milwaukee area, and 200 in 
Maryland.

Dear Friends: 


During' the war the biggest in- 


J creases in poultry and egg pro- 


duction came in the Middle West. 


The question now is whether the 


toiggest decreases in production 
will come in this part of the coun- 
try. 


Personally, I don't see why they 


should. 
I think 
we've finally 


waked up to the possibilities m 
the poultry business. People who 
never used to feed their chickens 
very well bought feed during the 
war and found out how many more 
eggs they got from a well-fed 
flock. 
People who used to laise 


250 chicks bought another brooder 
house and raised 500 
Or they 


"raised two lots. 


If we make the most of our nat- 


ural advantage (the fact that we 
have gram right on our own 
farms), we can produce poultry 
for less money in the Middle West 
than they can in any other section 
of the country. But I'm not sure 
we always do. 


Ask a Mid-westerner how much 


it 
costs to produce a pound of 


poultry or a dozen eggs and not 
one in a hundred can tell you. 


Pei haps the very fact that we 


have so many natural advantages 
in this part of the country has 
made us careless about costs. But 
it's time we got wise. 


Know What it Costs 


Get into a section of the country 


where they raise chickens by the 
thousands "instead of by the hun- 
dreds, and the growers .there can 
tell you their costs—sometimes 
down to the fourth decimal! 


And those are the sections of 


the country where poultry produc- 
tion Increased almost 10 times in 
10 years! 
- 


Of couise, when you compare 


the amount of poultry produced m 
the commercial aieas—Delaware, 
Maryland, Virginia, certain sec- 
tions of Georgia, Arkansas and 
Texas—with the total amount pro- 
duced in the United States, it 
doesn't seem like so much.

still come from farms in the 
Middle West.

Brooks farm, south west of Kor 
reston, made an annual, growth 
of 209 board feet of marketable 
lumber during the last 5 years 
valued at 3:13 per acre annually 
at the stumpage price of $15 pe 
1,000 board feet, according to farm 
adviser D. E. Warren, who has 
been cooperating with the' exten- 
sion forester, University of Illi 
nois in a timber management proj- 
ect on this farm. 


W. F. Bulkley, assistant exten- 


sion forester, pointed out that this 
is not an exceptional yield for wel 
managed timber land iri Ulino'J 
where such practices are folkrwec 
as, protection from fire and graz- 
ing, cutting with the aim of im- 
proviftg the standard in "quality 
and' kinds of trees, rotating the 
cutting/operation to systematical- 
ly improve all parts of the wood- 
land, using wood production for 
fuel, posts and building'material 
and selling only mature tre«s or 
lower grade merchantable trees 
not needed for use on the farm. 
-Another plot on the Carman 


farm adjoining the Brook's farm 
showed an earning of more'than

Edison and Bell 


Today, as an uneasy world lives 


under 
the 
threat 
of 
possible 


scientific destruction, it is reassur- 
ing to consider the lives of two 
scientists whose interest was in 
peaceful progress and in adding to 
human comfort, convenience and 
happiness. 


They are Thomas Alva Edison 


and Alexander'Graham Bell,'both 
bom 300 years ago, within a 
month of each other—Ediso'n on 


- Feb. 11 and Bell on March 3. They 


were bom into a world slow of 
pace and. isolated by distance. 
Mechanized industry was in its 
infancy, and hard manual labor 
was the rule. It was a world o: 
many attractions and of '-many 
virtues which we might copy. "Bui 
it was also a -world which to us 
today would probably seem one 


'". of intolerable hardship. 


- Together with men like Marconi, 
Ford and the Wright brothers, 
Edison and Bell saw the face of 
civilization- altered by their own 


_ work within their own lifetimes. 
"The tempo,of living was •speeded 
up. The very pattern of human 
existence, except in the more 
primitive ^ regions, was changed. 


Today the miracles these 'two 


men wrought are commonplace. 
The telephone "and the electric 
light are almost an extension1 of 
our ears, and-eyes, and ar* used 
almost as instinctively. 


than one thousand patents. 


Bell was a musician, a philan- 


thropist and a humanitarian as 
well as an inventor. His abiding 
interest' for' which he wanted to 
be 
remembered 
best 
was 'his 


distinguished work in teaching the 
totally deaf to speak. 


He was also a pioneer enthusiast 


and supporter of aviation. A man- 
carrying kite which he built might 
be called the father of the glider, 
and he helped develop the air- 
plane's aileron. He also financed 
the early work of a group of young 
air 
enthusiasts which 
included 


Glenn Curtiss and Thomas Self- 
ridge.

Edison and Bell grew up -in

5" cation. r Edison had only three

L'~, was .self-supporting from his 15th 


year. But they possessed at least 
three things in common: a capac- 
ity for a "vast amount of work, an 
absorbing, - intelligent 
curiosity 


about a-wide range of "subjects, 
and, of course, genius. 


Though he is remembered large- 


ly for the incandescent lamp and 
the phonograph, 
Edison did a 


prodigious amount- "of work in 
many lines. He explored the whole 
field of electromechanics, improv- 
ing and developing, as well as in- 
venting. He made distinguished 
contributions to "industrial chem- 
istry. He developed a forerunner 
of the radio tube. His inventive 
labors covered a. span of 50 years, 
and. he was the holder of.more 


Perhaps it is well that Bel] and 
Idison did not live to see the cli- 


max of destruction for which, at 
the close of the century following 
their birth, the fruits of scientific 
invention were employed. 
For, 


above all. their lives and work 
seem .to have been motivated by 
benevolence.

cessantly that their fellowman's 
wrk might be easier and his life

Renewed Effort to 


Prevent Fires Is 


Urgent; Fordyce 


Efforts will have to be redoubled 


this year to prevent fires. Fire 
Chief Albert Fordyce said today, 
stating the nation's fire losses to- 
taled moie than S450.000.000 last 
year, V~e highest in history. 


"We have an iccidental fire in 


this country every minute of the 
night and day. Fire damage costs 
su nearl 51,000 a minute. 
This 


terrible record must be cut down 
in 1947." the Chief said. 


"More than 10,000 acres of tim- 


ber land wete destroyed by forest 
fires." Chief Fordyce said. "This 
record is so bad that President 
Truman has called a National Fire 
Pervention Conference in May to 
find new ways t ofight the fl?e 
menace." 


Chief Fordyce urged the people 


of Dixon to take steps no'vv to pre- 
vent accidental fires. "Make sure 
there is no rubbish in your cellar, 
and check your electrical appli- 
ances for frayed wires." he warned. 
"Be certain your cigarettes and 
matches are out when you discard 
them. Careless smoking was the 
i 


biggest cause of fires last year." 


He urged housewives to be more 


careful with boiling pots or grease 
in the kitchen to avoid kitchen 
fires. "Make certain the family 
fire extinguisher is in working 
order." he, continued, pointing out 
that nearly sixty per cent of the 
accidental fires last year were put 
out with fire extinguishers.

fields in Illinois which have been 
scheduled as entitled to receive 
federal aid in a program which 
has been recommended by the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration. 
Improvements contemplated under 
the program are to be completed 
within the next three years it was 
stated.

The list summarizes the Na- 


tional Airport plan which*the adr 
ministration is required to prepare 
and revise annually under terms of 
the federal aid airport act. From 
it will be selected the projects to 
be included in the construction 
program for the 1948 fiscal year, 
starting July 1, depending upon 
lie amount of money appropriated 
by congress and the relative urg- 
ency of each project. Large air- 
ports will receive some preference 
n the 1348 program, it was an- 
lounced at Washington, the 1947 
list including only airports in the 
three smaller classes. 


The Dixon'Municipal Airport at 


the present time holds a class 2 
rating under the CAA. and in the 
event that any improvement is 
made, no change would result in 
the classification.

filed for federal aid, adding that 
50 per cent of the total cost of the 
improvement under this program 
would necessarily be raised locally.
